GUARDED BANK 
CASHIER HANDS 
BANDITS $63,000

Pacifism in the Methodist church 
was declared to be only an irritant 
like a mustard plaster and not to be a 
real issue at the general conference 
which convenes next week in Spring- 
field, Mass., by the Rev. Fred D. Stone, 
who was one of the speakers at the 
Methodist banquet last evening at the 
Drake hotel. 

“There will, however, be an effort 
to bring about world peace,” said the 

v. Mr. Stone, who is the superin- 
tendent of the Chicago western district 
and one of the delegates to the con- 
ference. “But it will not be of the 
order called pacifism.” 

A unanimous vote approved resolu- 
tions indorsing for the episcopacy the 
Rev. John Thompson, pastor of Chi- 
cago temple. The resolutions were 
read by R. Clarence Brown, newly 
elected president of the Methodist So- 
cial union, and the entire company

TRIBUNE COOK BOOK 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
The Lime. 


MIAMI, Fla. — [Special Correspond- 
ence.]—It is said that the seafaring 


called buccaneers—planted the lime in 
southern Florida and along the Keys 
because they had come to cherish its 
juice as a means for combating scurvy. 


You will find a history of its use in 
annals of English shipping. 

A Florida enthusiast writes that no 
home in the tropics is complete ,with- 
ree 
years will blossom and fruit, giving “a 
fruit’ with a delicious, refreshing 
aroma which puts the lemon to 
shame,” he says, and further: The 
lemon is a coarse, thick skinned, 
reugh, raggy, and acid product com- 
pared with the lime. The lime is a 
naturally refined and delicate acid fruit 
—thin skinned, full of juice in propor- 
tion to rag, of a delicate inimitable 
aroma, and once a lime convert the epi- 
cyre forever after spurns the lemon.” 

Some of its virtues, which make it 
valuable for other reasons thai as a 
beverage ingredient, are recounted as: 
A little lime juice put in the water 
in which meat is boiled renders it more 
tender and palatable. Added to des- 
serts, other fruits, jams, etc., it brings 
out their peculiar flavors and removes 
flatness. It offsets hardness in water.” 

The lime, it seems to me, after get- 
ting charming varieties of it here, is 
not given a fair place in our commerce, 
though as sours it has been so much 
appreciated by the seamen. Perhaps 
because it is bought by the barrel to 
dealers, and sold by thé dozen by them, 
has something to do with the slight 
esteem in which it is ordinarily held 
with us.
